about 50 db or less. When I lived in the city the noise floor was 
between 68 and 75 dbs. Imagine reducing that noise floor by 23 dbs. 

The signal you are trying to hear can be reduced in volume by a 
corosponding amount with no reduction in clairity. Thus the SPL your 
ear experiences is reduced. Etymotics are also great with a walkman for 
doing leaf blower duty! 


I do have a bipolar device to drive my phones for serious

use. At home I us a Holmes Powell direct coupled triode headphone amp.

Recently while repairing two 
OS8s oscilloscopes for the BA workbench I realized that by mistake I had 
replaced two selenium recs. with two diodes rated well below specs but 
way above in current. Although I already replaced them again,I used the 
OS8 with those diodes several times without mishap. Could it be that the 
power factor here was more important that the rated reverse voltage. The 
diodes were about 3 times below the working voltage. Just curiosity.

This is a well-recognized problem with the URM-25D. A note in HSN (Hollow 
State News) by Dallas Lankford I think, details the cause: drifted audio 
oscillator feedback network component values. Most likely the resitors. 


The cure is to parallel certain of the capacitors with additional capactiance. 


Lankford's "URM-25D Notes" (about 15 pages of detailed overhaul notes, 
including date on the power line filter) was reprinted by the editors of 
HSN. The HSN article about the hard-to-start audio oscillator was not in 
these notes, but rather in a separate issue of HSN.

I got to play with the HQ over the weekend. Since the radio seemed to be 
working very nicely on all bands except 160, I figured the IF must be in 
pretty good shape so decided to just try an RF alignment. I went thru the 
160 band and sure enough, it was way out of alignment. Got it peaked up 
and it is now working just great, no bleedthru, and signals are good and 
strong. Since that worked so well, I went ahead and did all the other 
bands as well, and was able to peak up every one, just looks like component 
aging took its toll. Rcvr is working just super now. Even heard a couple 
guys on 6 meters (they were local, about 30 miles away, but hey, it shows 
the 6 meter band position is working). Now to build an addon 2 meter 
converter!

Sandy, you must have read my mind! 


I am building a life-size, hands-on, electricity learning board for my 
kids (6, 8), like the one I had when I was that age. Now, I haven't 
even begun to look for the massive No.6 dry cells with screw terminals - 
I thought I would start with the easy stuff, like the bells, buzzers, 
SPST knife switches, bulb sockets, etc. But I have found that this 
stuff is not as common as it used to be - RS only has one model of a 
genuine magnetic buzzer - the rest are piezo beepers. Even that model 
is miniature, sealed, and 12VDC. Might be just the thing for you, Sandy! 
I want the kind where you can study the innards. 


So I tried Home Depot's doorbell section. They do have one each 
traditional metal buzzer and bell units. However, they are a lot larger 
than the old fashioned educational models, and are 8 and 13 bux, 
respectively! To add insult to injury, these items are imported from 
Italy. Sheesh! DPDT knife switches are also around 3 bux at RS. This 


homebrew edu-kit is going to cost more than I expected. 


Any alternate sources for these items would be appreciated, including 
for a cheap key to mount as well. 


On the positive side, RS still sells that clear plastic plug set for 300 
ohm TV twinlead, whose male plug fits nicely into the common crystal 
socket on old BA transmitters, making it a nice plug to connect a VF-1 
or similar to your old DX-35, HW-16, or similar xtal controlled 
transmitter. Worked for me 24 years ago.

A D-104 will directly drive the input of all the transmitters you listed, 
so the amplifier isn't necessary. 


In the amplified stands that I have, I have disabled the amplifier but left 
it in place. 


To do this, just jumper the mike cable wire directly to the D-104 


cartridge. Although it is usually obvious which wire is which when you 
do this, all the amplified D-104 stands that I have also have a small 
wiring diagram glued to the inside of the base cover. So, it's hard to go 
wrong.
